Ford announced here last night that 
»t th« request of President Wilson he 
had decided to become a candidate for 
United States Senator from Michigan, 
if the nomination should' bo offered 
him. 


Th« Michigan democrats yesterday 


endorsed Mr. Ford for the (senate. 


Neither Mr. Ford nor those In his 


confidence would add to a brief state- 
ment, making the announcement issued 
after the manufacturer had called at 
the White House. 
This statement did 


not specify what nomination would be 
accepted, but the understanding: among 
political leaders is that the president 
hopes to see the republicans of Michi- 
gan accept the invitation of the demo- 
crats to .join forces in the election 
of Mr. Ford, a republican. 


Mr. Ford issued this statement: 
"At President Wilson's request I have 


decided to accept the nomination for 
senator from Michigan if tendered to 
me.

The games, which were designated as 
an international military track meet, 
attracted a number of entries from 
American college athletes attached to 
the American aviation camp. The lat- 
ter enti-ants did not, however, find the 
winning of points or places an easy 
affair for several competitors other 
than the Americans proved to be ex- 
ceptionally fast in the various track 
•fe vents. 


Lieut. L, V. Windnagle, the former 


Cornell half-miler and' championship 
holder of 1916, won the 800 meter run 
after a hard struggle, against Lieut. 
Lunghi, who formei-ly ran for the New 
York Irish-American 
A. C/ and was 


holder <}f the American and Canadian 
half-mile record. Lunghi, who is past 
30, was in splendid physical condition 
and forced "VVindnagle to travel at top 
speed'to win. 


The third runner to finish was an 


Englishman named Hays who had nev- 
er figured in running races previous 
to the war. 
Although in service for 


three years, during wihich time he 
had been gassed, shot through the leg 
and had his I\nee dislocated, he was 
but a few paces in the rear of "Wind- 
nagle and Lunghi which is another 
indication of the physical condition 
of the men who are playing a part in 
the European war. 


What may be expected of some of 


these men in international athletics 
after the present conflict is over can 
be foreseen in the sprinting of Crocci, 
an Italian, who won the hundred me- 
ter race from an extremely fast field in 
10 4-5 seconds. 
Crocci's time equals 


that made by the best of the Olympic 
games sprinters at this distance. Al- 
lowing for possible faulty timing, his 
performance was a most remarkable 
one in war time, when the opportunity 
for special athletic training Is lost in 
the greater duties which fall to the 
lot of soldiers.

NEW YORK, June H.—Glimpses into 


th« railroad rest stations for Ameri- 
can troops in France established by 
the American Red Cross and a reflec- 
tion of some of the happiness of the 
soldiers served in those stations are 
given in letters received here from 
the Hed Cross agents in Franca. 


"Gee, 
this looks almost like home," 


is the common expression, of the trav- 
el-wearied soldiers as they settle down 
and relax in some pretty rest sta- 
tion where they have obtained a hot 
shower bath, and a good meal after 
hours of journeying in crowded trains. 
These places seem more like home to 
the soldiers because they are waited 
upon by American girls. Here they of- 
ten pause to write a letter home to 
mother or sweetheart as well as to 
enjoy milk, butter, jams,, puddings and 
deserts "just like those mother used 
to make." 


One of the most interesting; letters 


comes to the Reft Cross from Mrs. Bol- 
mont Tiffany, a Now York social lead- 
er who has been engaged In the or- 
ganization of these .railway rest sta- 
tions, which is distinct from the Rod 
Cross work for 
civilian 
relief 
in 


France. 


"I started in a rest station at B 


which consists of an infirmary of ten 
beds, a canteen recreation room, res- 
taurant and splendid hot shower baths, 
and fumigating plant," 
wrote Mrs. 


Tiffany. 
"Then men here were of the 


Signal Corps, the Bell Telephone men, 
laying 
'American 
telephone wires 


through France. They were a splen- 
did lot and, though they have dug post- 
holes till their backs were lame, they 
always come to play the piano and 
sing and write their letters in the eve- 
nings. 
Because they believe rightly 


that a rest-station must be home-like, 
cheerful and restful, the construction 
department built charming brick build- 
ings with well plastered walls and 
ceilings and I was allowed to decorate 
and furnish them as I thought best. 


"If the women at home and the men 


too, could see how .their boys appre- 
ciate it all, how they love the cleanli- 
ness and the color and the gaeity, how 
glad they are for every 'pretty thing 
you do for them, if you could see their 
poor tired faces relax when they set- 
tle down you would realize what this 
side of it means. War is such an ugly 
thing, such a dirty, sordid thing; at 
best there are so many hateful un- 
accustomed things our men here have 
to do that at least we can give them 
warmth and 
cleanliness 
and 
color 


wherever we can.

s. reply "he asked Mrs. Cati to trans- 
mit to a memorial presented to him 
from the French Union 
for Woman 


Suffrage. The French suffragists asked 
Mr. Wilson 
LO proclaim the principle 


of woman suffrage one,of the funda- 
mental rights of the future. His reply 
follows: 
"I have read your message with the 


deepest interest and I welcome 
the 


opportunity to say that I agree with- 
out reservation that the full and sin- 
cere democratic reconstruction of the 
world for which we are striving1, and 
which we 
are determined 
to 
bring" 


about at any cost, will not have been 
completely or adequately attained un- 
til women are admitted to the suf- 
frage, and that only by that action 
can the nations of the world release 
for the benefit of future generations 
ihe full ideal force of opinion, or the 
full humane forces of action. 


"The

The war could 


not have been fought without them or 
its sacrifices endured. It is high time 
that some part of our debt of grati- 
tude to them should be acknowledged 
and paid, and the only acknowledge- 
ment they ask is their admission to 
the suffrage. 
Can we Justly refuse it? 


As for America, it is my earnest hope 
that the senate of the United States 
will give an unmistakable answer to 
this question by passing the suffrage 
amendment to our federal constitution 
before the end of the session." 


URGES USE OF MORE MILK IN 


JUNE, 
MONTH OF 


PLENTY 


BOSTOX, June 14.—In an appeal for 


increased consumption of milk in June, 
when the producers have the largest 
supply to offer and the price reduced 
half a cent per quart. State Food Ad- 
ministrator Henry B. Endicott 
last 


night said that failure by the public 
to respond means that the extra sup- 
ply will go to waste on the farms, in- 
volving an added loss to the farmer 
instead of a. slight profit, and more 
herds of cows sold to the butchers. 


The rapid increase in the price of 


milk during the past eight years is at- 
tributed by Mr. Endicott to a rise of 
175 per cent, in the cost of grain feed. 
75 per cent, increase in labor cost, and 
oH 
L3 per cent, boost in the cost of 


cows and tools needed in the dairy 
business. 


Instead of profiting, the farmers, Mr. 


Endicott says, have sustained a loss, 
so that many are turning their milch 
cows into beef and quitting the milk 
business, menacing Boston's milk sup- 
ply.Every adult, he says, should use a 
pint and every child a quart of milk 
daily. 
Abstain From Beef 


Mr. Endicott also stated that he be- 


lieves the people of Massachusetts will 
comply with the request of the na- 
tional food administrator by rol'raining 
from eating beef at all for tho present, 
and that, it will be done cheerfully in 
the realization that the sacrifice will 
help to win the war. 


Mr. Endicott paid further that the 


allies greatly need beef 
and 
that 


Americans must virtually abstain from 
it till shipments can be equalized. In 
eating substitutes for beef, such as 
pork, ox tails, tripe, he warned the 
public to indulge that taste only to 
the extent of two pounds a week. 


He suggested that where meat is ab- 


solutely necessary it 
would 
be 
no 


hardship to substitute lamb or pork.

man government to promote polygamy

illegitimacy. 
the 
birth-rate 


throughout the empire has fallen 40 
per cent, since 1913. For the same 
period the birth-rate in England and 
Wales showed a decrease of 10 per 
cent. The 
infantile 
death-rate 
in 


England 
and 
Wales 
is 
not 
more 


than half that of Germany. 
The 


drop in the birth-rate of Germany in 
1S1E-16-17 shows a total loss o£ 2,000,- 
000 infants below the normal number 
before the war. Thus it appears that 
the Kaiser has reason to be alarmed 
at the dual method by which the pop- 
ulation of his empire is being reduced 
by war. In the four years of the war 
Germany 
must have lost 
close to 


6,000,000, counting only the killed a.nd 
those wounded so badly that they will 
never be of any use. In addition to 
these there has been a vast number 
of prisoners held in Russia, England 
«nd France. It is asked how Germany 
keeps up her supply of soldiers, but as 
her own man power is nearly exhaust- 
ed: nhe is now drawing from her allies 
and possibly from Poland and Finland.

hosts of democracy are 


fighting the hordes of autocracy! 


Our flag has a history rich in deeds 


and glorious in hope. It is the oldest 


11 the flags that now fly in 
the 


whole world. The flags of our allies 
are younger, the present Tricolor of 
France appeared in 1794. fully 17 years 
after Old Glory had come into exist- 
ence: Italy's ting was born in 1870; 
the British flag in 1801; 'Portugal, 1815; 
Belgium, 1831, and our South Ameri- 
can allies even later. The 
flags 
of 


Japan and China of today are not as 
old as the Stars and Stripes. 


But it is not because our flag is the 


oldest of all flags, that we love it so 
well and honor it so truly. Our flag 
stands for things we love and ad- 
mire and hope to attain in the most 
wonderful 
measure. Our flag is the 


emblem of the highest ideals any na- 
tion has set out to reach. There is 
something great and good back of our 
flag, liberty,, justice, 
humanity and 


equality. However, let us not be mis- 
understood. 
It is not the cloth of 


wbich_our national emblem is made 
.hat we love and for which our sons 
;Iadly storm tho heights of fame and 
death. We honor and respect it and 
die for it .because— 


"A thoughtful mind, when it sees a 


nation's flag, sees not the flag, but the 
nation itself," said that great Ameri- 
man, 
Henry 
Ward 
Beecher. "And 


whatever may be its symbols, its in- 
signia, he reads chiefly in the flag the 
government, the principles, the truths, 


he history, that belong to the nation 
that sets it forth. The American flag 
has been a symbol of liberty, and men 
rejoiced in it. 


"The stars upon it were like the 


bright morning stars of God,' and the 
stripes upon it were beams of morning 
light. 
As at-early dawn 
the -stars 


shine forth even while it grows light, 
and then as the sun 
advances 
that 


light breaks into banks and streaming 
lines of color, the glowing red and in- 
tense white striving together, and rib- 
bing the horizon with bars effulgent, 
so, on the American flag, stars 
and 


beams of many colored lights shine 
out together. And wherever thin flag 
comes and men behold it they see in 
its sacred emblazonry no embattled 
castles or insignia of imperial author- 
ity; they see the symbols of light. It 
is the banner of dawn.:" 


And today, on this anniversary of 


our flag's birth, the Stars and Stripes 
float in France—the banner ot dawn 
to the peoples whom tho iron heel of 
German military might seeks to crush 
into cruel and heartless slavery as it 
demolishes their homes, ignores their 
rights and destroys their lives.

In these days of wai* expenses and 


attempts at war economies to meet 
those war expenses, the action of the 
legislature in appointing fifty-six of 
its members to sit on "recess commit- 
tees" at S1000 for each member, nat- 
urally comes in for severe condemna- 
tion all over the state. 


Tor many years these "recess com- 


mittees1' have been looked upon as 
mainly excuses for the machines in 
control of the senate arid house to 
reward followers who stuck by them 
through thick and thin, right or wrong, 
all through a legislative session. 


Whatever real good such committees 


might be able to accomplish has long 
since ceased to be the main impression 
left in the public's mind about those 
committees. They have become almost 
synonymous with "surnmer junketing" 
trips which are especially profitable 
to the holders thereof. 


Most of the reports made by such 


committees are consigned to the waste 
baskets of the house and senate, 
ft 


would be really a saving if the state 
gave outright the $1000 apiece that 
tlic legislators appointed to the com- 
mittee get and risked them to refrain 
from traveling all over the state at its 
expense, refrain from hiring a large 
number of clerks nnd secretaries that 
must be handsomely recompensed by 
ihe state and refrain from printing the 
reports that will never be road, for 
Hie printing of such reports is a costly 
business to the state. 


The handing out of a straight S1000 


bonus to each of the fifty-six favorefl 
legislators would be cheaper for the 
state than to have them go through 
the perfunctory performance of con- 
ducting an investigation during the 
bummer months.—Lawrence Telegram.

DECORATIONS .FOR FIRST TWO 


AMERICANS TO MEET DEATH 


WHILE ASSISTING ITALY 


WASHINGTON, 
June 14.—Decora- 


tions awarded by the Italian govern- 
ment to Richard Cutts Fairfleld o£ 
New York and Boston and 
William 
Davenport Platt of Baltimore, the first 
two Americans to meet death while 
assisting Italy in the great war,, have 
been sent to the embassy here, to be 
forwarded to their families. 
The young men—Fail-field was only 


IS while Platt Was 26—were killed by 
a bomb explosion in the court of a 
hospital at Mestre, where they went on 
January 26 to remove wounded being 
made the objects of a German air raid. 
They were ambulance drivers in a 
Hed Cross unit, and were buried with 
military honors in the town where 
they were killed. 
Young Fairfleld's adventurous spirit 


led him to run away from home when 
his mother, Mrs. 
James 
Cummings 
Barr, said he was too young to have 
permission to serve on the fighting 
fronts. He was not to "be denied, how- 
ever, and having friends with money 
and influence, he managed to get a 
ticket to Paris and a passport from the 


state department, 
the latter a most j 


difficult possession for a minor to ob- j 
tain. 
' Hodman 
Wanamaker, 
second, a 


grandson 'of John Wanamaker. former 
postmaster 
general, 
furnished the 


money, but Fairneld's family even yet 
aro uncertain as to his method of get- 
ting tho passport. Once'in Paris, the 
lad communicated with his mother, 
and obtained money. 
On the ship going over, he had fallen 


in with William Davenport Platt. The 
latter, having more age and experi- 
ence, was proceeding without so many 
obstacles to take a part in the fighting, 
in the same unostentatious 
fashion 
that has marked the career of hun- 
dreds of other young Americans, both 
before and after this country entered 
the war. Platt already had an as- 
signment to Italy with the 
Wynne- 
Bevan branch of the British Hed Cross 
and once secure in his own berth, he 
sent for Fairfield. The lad joined him 
in November. 
The two were together in a Red 
Cross camp outside of Mestre when 
the bombs loosed by the raiders be- 
gan falling on the hospital crowded 
with wounded. Both responded to the 
call for aid, and mounted, together on 
a motorcycle that outstripped the am- 
bulances of their corps, they arrived 
in the little courtyard simultaneously 
with an exploding bomtk Two other 
men besides themselves were killed in 
the single explosion. 
The decoration awarded ia the Ital- 


ian Medal for Military Valor, and goes 
to each of the nearest relatives of tho 
dead men. Fairfleld had entered Har- 
vard for his first year when he ran 
away. Both the young men belonged 
to families of wealth and social posi- 
tion.

> recent track meet held In Rome at 


which some former prominent ath- 
letes figured in what, in war-time, was 
a, series of remarkable performances. 
The games, which were designated as 
an international military track meet, 
attracted a number of entries from 
American college athletes attached to 
the American aviation camp. The lat- 
ter entrants did not, however, find the 
winning" of points or places an easy 
affair for several competitors other 
than the Americans proved to be ex- 
ceptionally fast in the various track 
events. 


Lieut. I/, V. "Windnagle, the former 


Cornell half-rniler and championship 
holder of 1916, won the 800 meter run 
after a hard struggle, against Lieut. 
Lunghi, who formerly ran for the New 
York Irish-American A. C. and was 
holder of the American and Canadian 
] half-mile record. Lunghi, who is past 


30, was in splendid physical condition 
and forced Windnagle to travel at top 
speed to win. 


The third runner to finish was an 


Englishman named Hays who had nev- 
er figured in running races previous 
to tha war. 
Although in service for 
three years, during- wliich time he 
had been gassed, shot through the leg 
and had his knee dislocated, he was 
but a few paces in the rear of Wind- 
nagle and Lunghi which is another 
indication of the physical condition 
of the ,men who are playing a part in 
the European war. 


What may be expected of some of 


these men in international athletics 
after the present conflict is over can 
bo foreseen in the sprinting of Crocci, 
an Italian, who won the hundred me- 
ter race from an extremely fast field in 
10 4-5 seconds. 
Crocci's time equals 


that made by the best of the Olympic 
games sprinters at this distance. Al- 
lowing for possible faulty timing-, his 
performance was a most remarkable 
one in war time, when the opportunity

the railroad rest stations for Amerl- 
;an troops in Franco established by 
the American ned Cross and a reflec- 
tion of some of the happiness of the 
soldiers served in those stations are 
given in letters received here from 
the Red Cross agents in France. 


"Gee, this looks almost like home," 
;s the common expression of the trav- 
el-wearied soldiers as they settle down 
ind relax in some pretty rest Eta- 
ion where they have obtained a hot 
;ho\ver bath, and a gopd meal after 
hours of journeying In crowded trains. 
These places seem more like home to 
the soldiers because they are waited 
upon by American girls. Here they of- 
ten pause to write a letter home to 
mother or sweetheart as well as to 
enjoy milk, butter, jams., puddings and 
deserts "just like those mother used 
'o make." 


One of the most interesting letters 


comes to the Red Cross from Mrs. Bel- 
mont Tiffany, a Now York social load- 
er who has been engaged in the or- 
ganization of these railway rest sta- 
tions, which is distinct from the Red 
Cross work for 
civilian 
roller 
in 
Prance. 


"I started in a rest station at B 


which consists of an intlrmary of ten 
beds, a canteen recreation room, res- 
taurant and splendid hot shower baths, 
and fumigating plant," 
wrote Mrs. 


Tiffany. 
"Then men here were of the 


Signal Corps, the Bell Telephone men, 
laying 
American 
telephone wires 


through France. 
They were a splen- 


did lot and, though they have dug post- 
holes till their backs were lame, they 
always come to play the piano and 
sing and write their letters in the eve- 
nings. 
Because they believe rightly 
that a rest-station must be home-like, 
cheerful and restful, the construction 
department built charming-brick build- 
ings with well plastered walls and 
ceilings and I was allowed to decorate 
and furnish them as 1 thought best. 


"If the women at home and the men 


too, could see how their boys appre- 
ciate it all, how they love the cleanli- 
ness and the color and the gaeity, how 
glad they are for every 'pretty' thing 
you do for them, if you could see their 
poor tired faces relax when they set- 
tle down you would realize what this 
side of it means. War is such an ugly 
thing, such a dirty, sordid thing; at 
best there are so many hateful un- 
accustomed things our men here have 
to do that at least we can give them 
warmth and 
cleanliness 
and 
color 
wherever we can.

Romano, the Vatican organ, publishes 
a papal autograph sent in answer to 
an address received by the pontiff 
from tho eplscopaly of Lombardy. 


The pope complains of the sad pe- 


riod tho world is going through and 
also of attacks from "the enemies of 
religion to the supremist authority, Je- 
sus Christ." He adds that he is great- 
!y afflicted, "not only by tho 
inde- 


scribable horrors of 
the war, which, 


without parallel in the history of the 
world, threaten to drag poor Europe 
to the bottom of an abyss, but also by 
an Insidious and skilful campaign of 
calumnies and hatred against the per- 
son of the pontiff and his work." 


The pope, in a recapitulation of his 
action since tho beginning of the war, 
says that his efforts to bring about 
peace have been misjudged and mis- 


interpreted, even his itlence about tktof 
or that crime, being calumnlouil/ t»»'> 
terproted, his critics 
not admitting 


that "In the present uncertainty of thlt ' 
blaze of passion.i, It la Impossible to 
inlllct condemnation for each 
crime 


wlille all are included In a condemn** 
tion pronounced according to the gen- 
eral principle." 


Tho pontiff regrets that such a cam* 


paign has been conducted also against 
the clergy and Catholics, thus spread- 
ing the seeds of discord among varlou* 
classes. The autograph ends with a 
protest denouncing the campaign, not 
only to the faithful, but all honest peo- 
ple, wherever they may happen to be, 
and a re-ai'firmation that it Is the 
pope's duty to defend the sanctity and 
honor of the church.

.Wllion again has thrown the weight 
of his Influence into tho balance for 
the federal woman 
suffrage., amend- 


ment. 
He expressed yesterday ths 


hep* that the senate would act favor- 
ably at this session on the resolution 
for lubmisslon of the amendment to 
th* states, passed by the house last 
January after he 
had given his en- 


dorsement. 
When a delegation headed by Mrs. 


Carrie Chapman Catt, president of the 
National Woman Suffrage association. 
and Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, honorary 
president, called at the White House 
yesterday, the president rend to them 
* reply "he asked Mrs. Catt to trans- 
mit to a memorial presented to hm-. 
from the French Union for Woman 
Suffrage The French suffragists asked 
Mr Wilson to proclaim the principle 
of "woman suffrage one of the funda- 
mental rights of the future. His reply 
follows: 
"I have read your message with tne 


deepest interest and I welcome 
the 


opportunity to say that I agree with- 
out reservation that the full and sin- 
cere democratic reconstruction of the 
world for which we are striving, and 
•which we are determined 
to 
bring 


about at any cost, will not have been 
completely or adequately attained un- 
til women are admitted to the suf- 
frage, and that only by that action 
can the nations of the world release 
for the benefit of future generations, 
the full ideal force of opinion, or the 
full humane forces of action. 


"The 
services of.wpmen during the 


supreme crisis of the world's history 
have been of the most signal useful- 
ness and distinction. 
The war could 


not have been fought without them or 
its sacrifices endured. It is high time 
that some part of our debt of grati- 
tude to them should be acknowledged 
and paid, and the only acknowledge- 
ment they ask is their admission to 
the suffrage. 
Can we justly refuse it? 


As for America, it is my earnest hope 
that the senate of the. United States 
will give an unmistakable answer to 
this question by passing the suffrage 
amendment to our federal constitution 
before the end of the session." 


URGES USE OF MORE M!LK IN 


JUNE, MONTH OF 


PLENTY 


BOSTON. June 14.—In an appeal for 
increased consumption of milk in June, 
when the producers have the largest 
supply to offer and the price reduced 
half a cent per quart, State Food Ad- 
ministrator Henry B. Endicott 
last 
night said, that failure by the public 
to respond means that the extra sup- 
ply will go to waste on the farms, in- 
volving an added loss to the farmer 
instead of a slight profit, and more 
herds of cows sold to the butchers. 


The rapid increase in the price of 


milk during the past eight years is at- 
tributed by Mr. Kndicott to a rise of 
175 per cent, in the cost of grain feed. 
75 per cent, increase in labor cost, and 
33% per cent, boost in the, cost of 
cows and tools needed in the dairy 
business. 
Instead of profiting, the farmers, Mr. 


Kndicott says, have sustained a loss, 
so that many are turning their milch 
cows into beef and quitting the milk 
business, menacing Boston's milk sup- 
plyEvery adult, he says, should use a 
pint and every child a quart of milk 
daily. 
Abstain From Beef 


Mr. Endicott also stated that he be- 


lieves the people of Massachusetts will 
comply with the request ,of the na- 
tional food administrator by refraining 
from eating beef at all for the present, 
and that it will be done cheerfully in 
the realization that the sacnhce will 
help to win the war. 
Mr. Bndicott said further that the 


allies greatly need beef 
and 
that 
Americans must virtually abstain from 
it till shipments can be equalized. In 
eating substitutes for beef, .such 
pork, ox tails, tripe, lie warned the 
public to indulge that taste only to 
the extent of two pounds a week. 
He suggested that where meat is ab- 


solutely necessary it 
would 
be 
no 


hardship to substitute lamb or pork.

FRANCE, June 14.—The excellence of 
the American artillery fire was largely 
responsible for the capture by Ameri- 
can marines of approximately 400 pris- 
oners in the fighting which resulted in 
the clearing: out of 
Belloau

northwest of Chateau Thierry. 
The 


Germans, who had been told to avoi:! 
capture (because the Americans would 
torture them, started to run after the 
American machine gunners had made 
the wood untenable, bill the artillery 
barrage was so perfect that they were 
cut off from escape. 
Among the prisoners are six officers, 


a major, a captain and four lieutenants. 


All were poorly clad and some had 


pieces of bread tied to their uniforms 
with string. They said they were glad 
to be captured, and several expressed 
a desire to go to the United. States af- 
ter the war to live. 


All ot Germany's plans, they added,- 


called for ending the war next 
fall. 


They had been told, they said, that 
the Americans had many negroes with 
them. 


The scarcity of officers in the Ger- 


man army is shown by the fact that 
one of the prisoners, a first sergeant, 
commanded a company. He said this 
was a common thing now. All the pris-

The flags of our -allies 
are younger, the present Tricolor of 
Prance appeared in 179-1, fully 17 years 
after Old Glory had come into exist- 
ence; Italy's flag was born in 1S70; 
the British flag in IS01; Portugal, 1S15;

drop in the birth-rate of Germany in 
1915-16-17 shows a total loss of 2,000,- 
000 infants below the normal number 
before the war. Thus it appears that 
the Kaiser has reason to be alarmed 
at the dual method by which the pop- 
ulation of his empire is being reduced 
by war. In the four years of the war 
Germany must have lost close to 
5,000,000, counting only the killed and 
those wounded so badly that ihey will 
never be of any use. In addition to 
these there has been a vast number 
of prisoners held in Russia, England 
and France.

keeps up her supply of soldiers, but as 
her own man power is nearly exhaust- 
ed, she la now drawing from her allies 
and possibly from Poland and Finland.

tion all over the state. 


For many years these • "recess com- 


mittees" have been looked upon as 
mainly excuses for the machines in 
control of the senate and house to 
reward followers who stuck by them 
through thick and thin, right or wrong, 
all through a legislative session. 


Whatever real good such committees 


might be able lo accomplish has Ions 
since ceased to be the main impression 
left in the public's mind about those 
committees. They have become almost 
synonymous with "summer junketing" 
trips which are especially profitable 
to the holders thereof. 


Most of the reports made by such 


committees are consigned to the waste 
baskets of the house and senate. It 
would be really a saving if the state 
gave outright the $1000 apiece that 
the legislators appointed to tho com- 
mittee get and asked them to refra.in 
from traveling all over the state a.t its 
expense, refrain from hiring a large 
number of clerks and secretaries that 
must be handsomely recompensed by 
(he state and refrain from printing tho 
reports that will never be read, for 
the printing of such reports is a costly 
business to the state. 


The handing out of a straight $1000 


bonus to each of the llfty-six favored 
legislators would be cheaper for the 
stale Ihiin to have them go through 
Hie perfunctory performance of con- 
ducting an investigation during the 
summer months.—Lawrence Telegram.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 


FRANCE, Thursday, Juna 18—(By the 
Associated Press)—Five days sufficed 
to ittey the German offensive between 
Mon.taid.ler and Noyon, whose objective 
was Complegne. 


Despite Jong preparation, the Ger- 


mans were unable to overcome French 
resistance, and brilliant 
counter-at- 


tacks by the allied, troops took back 
everything of importance which fell 
in.to the hands of ilie enemy during the 
first rush with large masses or troops. 
The Germans certainly gained 
some 


ground, but their design failed In its 
great lines. 


Today there was 
an 
unsuccessful 


German atack west of the Oise, but 
the battlefront elsewhere in this re- 
gion was calm.

LONDON, June 14.—(By the Associ- 


ated Press).—An .eye witness of the 
bombardment "of Monrovia, capital of 
the African republic of Liberia, by a 
German submarine, arrived in London 
yesterday and gave the following ac- 
account of the attack: 


'•About 4 o'clock 
in

every one in the hotel where 1 lodged, 
was aroused and informed that a largs 
Germarl submarine had appeared in the 
bay and that it was expected the town 
would be bombarded immediately.
